There are few currency notes known on Mesilla, Arizona from a 
handful of issuers. The most frequently seen examples (and they 
are very rare) are Confederate period issues issued by William 
Skillman, operator of the Post Office, store and train station. 
Skillman’s notes are Confederate style, printed on yellow paper 
and dated May 15,1862. This Union period note issued after the 
Confederates were driven out is very important.

We last offered this piece in our May 2008 sale where we said... 

“The Norton I notes have been well researched once again after 
over a 20 year hiatus since the Henry Clifford Sale. In context 
with our modern sense, he created himself as a celebrity in the 
best of San Francisco traditions. Starting in the early 1860 s, 
he issued proclamations proclaiming himself Emperor of the 
United States (and briefly Protector of Mexico) and over time 
issued many other published declarations. Wearing his ill fitting 
uniform, but maintaining a good humor, his popularity made 
him a celebrity that any modern era game show host would 
have loved to have on their tri-panel podium. On his best day he 
might have made Truman Capote seem a bore (a point probably 
in contention). He was busted only once by an over zealous 
official and brought before the Commissioner of Lunacy (now 
there is a Cabinet level post waiting to happen!) who promptly 
receipted back $4.75 in bonds and the “Royal Key”. Joshua A. 
Norton (born February 4, 1819 in Algoa Bay, South Africa and 
died January 8, 1880, San Francisco) was once a businessman 


who may have stashed gold away to stave off creditors from his 
bankruptcies and court cases in the late 1850 s. One of the truly 
great articles on Norton was written by Fred Marckhoff for Cal 
Coin News in 1961 and based on the primary source material 
researched from Robert E. Cowans The Forgotten Characters of 
Old San Francisco (Ward Ritchie, reprinted 1964). The setbacks 
that befell Norton were perhaps the creation of a psychological 
profile that morphed into the Emperor persona. If he was 
crazy like a fox, this persona was a money maker. The creation 
of his unusual “bonds” to sell to the public was certainly a 
grand and wise creation. The Marckhoff article was extremely 
illuminating for the period and there has been little to augment 
its diagnostic information on the notes in the interim. There are 
at least four series of different types with two series represented 
in the Ford sale. The red series note featured here is known in 
facsimile form. In early 1880, San Franciscans mourned when 
the Emperor fell over at California and Grant and expired in a 
scant ten minutes. Reportedly, 10,000 citizens came to view the 
passed regal figure and wealthy “fans” decked out the gala event 
in all splendor fit for his high mightiness. His final internment 
was in the Masonic Cemetery. Like many numismatic treasures, 
the Norton I notes amply serve the ability to maintain legendary 
status for someone that was more than just another “character.” 
In the lore of Western American personages, Emperor Norton I 
is truly a lasting icon. 

There appear to be at least four different series of these Norton 
I notes including the one that this note is from. This might be 
the rarest series. The note is folded in eight with some other 
handling. Very bright and vibrant from the face. Viewed from 
the back, some toning is seen on the left half. Widely margined 
and a visually impressive Western note. An extremely important 
opportunity for the California specialist and key United States 
Obsolete Currency note.” 

This note has since been graded and encapsulated with PMG 
commenting “Stains, Minor Repairs” on the back of the holder.

A. Just 607 examples of this National Bank Note Company 
produced $1000 type were issued and today fewer than 120 are 
thought to survive. The printed inks are sharp with the portraits 
of John C. Calhoun and Andrew Jackson seen in excellent 
detail. The intricate green tint that these Montgomery notes are 
so well known for is vibrant and boldly inked. The signatures 
of actual Register Clitherall and actual Treasurer Elmore are 
neatly penned on bright white paper. These notes bore interest 
at a rate of 10 cents per day. There is a stamped endorsement 


on the back stating that the note was received at Savannah on 
April 21, 1863, with interest paid for 425 days amounting to 
$42.50. This example was cancelled upon redemption and those 
cancellations were professionally repaired as mentioned by the 
grading service. The note is quite appealing with bright paper 
and bold color. Printed in the NEW YORK by the National Bank 
Note Company at a time when the leaders of the Confederacy 
envisioned it being a separate country and peaceful neighbor of 
the United States of America. It did not quite work out that way!

No. 417, Plate A. The T-2 is one of the most popular notes in the 
Confederate series not only for its rarity but also for the artistic 
beauty as well. Ceres, the goddess of agriculture is shown in the 
lower left. The James Smillie engraved central vignette is titled 
The Crossing and features a steam locomotive with cars in tow 
crossing a bridge over a river with cattle watering themselves as 
a horseman looks on. Bold green security and border prints are 
seen along with intricate die counters at top left and right. This 
example features neatly penned signatures of actual Register 
of the Treasury Alex B. Clitherall at left and actual Treasurer 
E.C. Elmore at right. A manuscript issuing endorsement from 
Confederate agent F. Hodges dated July 24th, 1861 is on the 


back. Creamy white paper and full frame lines are displayed 
by this modestly circulated note. This is the nicest 1861 $500 
we have offered since the Cleo Collection example which sold 
for $39,950 in our August 2017 ANA auction.

There are roughly 190 known survivors for the $100 
denomination and this is one of the few that is fully problem 
free for the assigned grade. These notes were printed in a $50- 
$100 sheet configuration by the National Bank Note Company 
in New York. These “Montgomery” notes, issued before the 
Confederate capital was relocated to Richmond, bore interest 
at a rate of 3.65% per annum (one cent per day). Many 


Montgomery notes did not circulate in the typical channels of 
commerce but were held as an interest bearing asset. That is why 
most examples display only modest circulation. 

This particular example was issued in the field at Lynchburg, 
Virginia on May 20, 1861 by Captain Erasmus P. Williams. 
His manuscript endorsement on the verso reads “Office of 
Com(missary). of Sub(sistence). Lynchburg, Va. May 20, 1861. 
This day paid out by E.P. Williams Capt. & C.S.” 

While most Montgomery notes did not heavily circulate, 
problem-free uncancelled notes such as this are difficult to 
locate and are always well received by knowledgeable collectors. 
With bold color, wholesome paper and a fascinating military 
issuing endorsement this note has much to offer.

General Lee Surrender Twenty

Lee Surrender Note. General Robert E Lee surrendered the 
Army of Northern Virginia on April 9, 1865 at Appomattox 
Court House to Ulysses S. Grant. This is where the story of this 
1864 $20 begins, and how it eventually ended up in the hands 
of Confederate veteran J. William Jones. After the surrender 
at Appomattox, J. William Jones, who was a chaplain for the 
Army of Northern Virginia, served as a Baptist minister in 
Lexington, Virginia and as a campus minister at Washington 
and Lee University in Lexington, where he met Robert E. Lee. 
Jones was picked to edit General Lees papers and was given 
approval to publish Personal Reminiscences , Anecdotes and 
Letters of General Robert E. Lee in 1874. He published another 
Lee biography in 1906. Each has been reprinted dozens of times. 
It is reasonable to surmise that Lees eldest son gifted Jones the 
note as a gesture of appreciation for his work on the generals 


biography. Included with this lot is a contemporary envelope 
with the story of the note signed by J. William Jones himself to 
add to the provenance. The envelope reads “The enclosed note 
was given me by Gen. G.(eorge) W.(ashington) C.(ustis) Lee, 
who told me that his father, Gen. Robert Edward Lee, had it 
in his pocket at the surrender - April 9th 1865. J. Wm. Jones.” . 

The relic itself is a mid-grade 1864 $20, a fairly common note 
as a type. However, its presence as a witness to one of the 
most significant events in American history makes it a highly 
desirable collectible that will appeal to both historical collectors 
and numismatists alike. A tear is found in the left end of the 
note. We cannot authenticate the story and validity of this notes 
history, but we believe it to be true as Jones and Lee were close, 
along with Jones being close to Lees family.

Between the time 
that Series 701 was ordered and delivered, the restrictions on 
the use of coins in Vietnam had been lifted and fractional MPC 
quickly disappeared from circulation because the troops hated 
the small denominations. The Army then scrapped plans to 
issue the Series 701 notes altogether. The US Army had held the 
entire production of the series until 1991 when the US Treasury 
demonetized the series. It has long been believed that all of 
the fractional denominations and all replacement notes had 
been destroyed. This assumption has been supported up until 


now with no appearances of non-specimen notes below the 
$1 denomination and a complete absence of any replacement 
notes for the series. Some circulating examples of the $1, $5, 
$10 and $20 denominations escaped destruction and have been 
known to collectors for more than 20 years now. However, no 
Replacement notes from this series have ever surfaced until 
now. 

This example is broadly margined and completely crisp. The 
colorful inks are all printed in great detail. This example has 
two punch hole cancellations at the left end, likely a form of 
cancellation or possibly for internal display usage by the Army 
or Treasury Department. PMG mentioned “Punch Holes” on 
the back of the holder and we assume that is why they have 
elected not to assign an EPQ designation though in our opinion 
the paper is wholly original and free of any impairment. 

This is certainly one of the most exciting discoveries in the 
field of MPC in recent memory. It is hard to ascertain a proper 
estimate for an item that was believed to be non-existent until 
just recently but we suspect somewhere in the range below is a 
safe start.

It is not listed in the official census, but it is common knowledge 
among informed collectors that another serial #1 $5 brown back 
from this same charter is held in the most advanced collection 
of SC nationals. The other note, while equally rare, is circulated, 
has a poor trim, and blurry signatures. The note we are offering 
is complete with a bottom selvage and lovely signatures. PMG 
assigns a grade of 40 and mentions rust, both of which are 
accurate, but do nothing to deter the appeal of such a special 
item. 

James Woodrow signs as the bank president. Woodrow (the 
uncle of President Woodrow Wilson) was born in England 
but rose to prominence in South Carolina as a well-regarded 
Presbyterian theologian. He was also the president of the 
University of South Carolina from 1891 to 1897. He was 
the president of The Central National Bank of Columbia for 


three years prior and four years after his stint at USC. As was 
commonplace, especially in Southern and Western banks, the 
president position here was clearly more of a figurehead title 
to a local person of renown, given mostly to help business 
connections. Jerome H Sawyer was at the bank from 1875 until 
it closed in 1901. During that time period he was the signing 
cashier. It is very safe to assume that despite the lessor title of 
cashier, Sawyer was certainly responsible for managing the day 
to day operations of the bank. 

While the bank rarity and serial number are the main attractions, 
lets not discount just how difficult it is to find an interesting $5 
brown back on SC. A mere dozen are listed in the census. Nine 
are from Charleston; one is a very low grade circus poster from 
Rock Hill, and another is a forgettable example from another 
Columbia bank. The best piece listed in the census is a serial #8 
from Batesburg and that is tied up in the South Carolina History 
Museum Holdings! 

It is very difficult to assign an accurate value to such a rare 
banknote from a closely held state like South Carolina. One 
would be hard-pressed to find more than two or three auction 
results for the top 20 best SC banknotes that have traded hands 
over the past 30 years. The best of the best so often gets placed 
privately without any publicly available pricing information. 
With that said, we feel comfortable with a $50,000 to $100,000 
estimate. After this opportunity passes tonight, it will be 
impossible to find another serial #1 brown back for sale on 
South Carolina.

In the event any applicable sales tax is not paid by Buyer that 
should have been paid, even if not such tax was not charged or collected by Stacks 
Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, Buyer nonetheless acknowl¬ 
edges responsibility to pay such sales tax and remains fully liable for and agrees to 
promptly pay such taxes on demand, together with any interest or penalty that may be 
assessed by the taxing authority and agrees to indemnify and hold Auctioneer harm¬ 
less from any applicable sales tax, interest or penalties due. Lots from different Auc¬ 
tions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms of 
Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may be 
speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stacks 
Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private 
sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebted¬ 
ness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers commission 
that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at the option 
of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reason¬ 
able cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable 
attorneys fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges.

TO ANY LOT EXCEPT FOR WARRANTY OF TITLE, AND IN THE CASE OF TITLE, 
AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAT RIGHT OR TITLE TO THE LOT THAT THE 
CONSIGNOR MAY HAVE AS OF THE AUCTION SALE DATE. ALL LOTS ARE SOLD 
“AS IS” AND WITH ALL FAULTS. PURCHASER HEREBY ASSUMES ALL RISKS
